Wrote Many Books in Po- 
etic and  Philosophic 
Vein; Sought to Popular- 


ize His Science.

marion, the noted French astrono- 
mer, died today at his observatory 
at Juvisy-sur-Ogre. 


| 
Flammarion made astronomy | 
popular to the layman. He “sugar- | 
coated astronomical facts,” but! 
while he won applause from the | 
layman some of his serious-mind- | 
ed contemporaries in the study of | 
astronomy attacked many of his | 
theories as pure fancies. | 

Flammarion’ when 9 years old, | 
witnessed an eclipse of the sun. 
Awed by the phenomenon, his 
chief concern was how astronomers 
were able to predict this some | 
Thereafter, the lad could usually | 
be found at sunset on a neighbor- | 
ing hill watching the departing orb | 
and-waiting for the appearance of | 
the .stars. 

In his fifteenth year he wrote a | 
book op the origin of the world. | 
but, tn his own words, “It tuckily 
never met a publisher.” 

He entered the Paris Observa- 
tory, and became an assistant | 
astronomer to Le Verrier, and | 
wrote his first published book at | 
19 years of age. It was translated , 
at once into almost every language. | 

He soon assumed direction of the | 
scientific review “Cosmos,” and | 
also published his second scientific | 
work, “The World Imaginary and | 
the World Real.” 

Studicd Stars From Balloon. 

With the Aeronaut Godard, the 
young astronomer ascended in bal- 
loons to study the heavens. 
observations extended over a pe- 
riod of five years

He was confined to his bed four 
or five days, and is understood still 
to be suffering from a slight para- 
lytic affection of one leg. 

May 24 saw big Fascist celebra- 
tions throughout Italy.

four. 

The women proposed bv Director 
Ganz were Mrs. Esmerelda Berry 
Mayes of 4483 McPherson avenue. 
and Miss Ethel. Knobéloch of 5234 
Spalding avenue, both of whom are 
well known in mtisical circles here. 

Movies Luring Violinists. 

Both played for Ganz during the 
past winter and he was so im- 
pressed with their ability that he 
proposed to the society that it em- 
ploy them especially since the at- 
tractive terms offered by motion 
picture theater orchestras is rapid- 
ly reducing the number of capable 
violinists available for the Sym- 
Orchestra. The refusal of 
the society to follow the director's 
suggestion was voted at its last 
meeting. 

Both Mrs. Mayes and Miss 
Knobeloch declared to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that they were anxi- 
ous to be members of the orches- 
tra if only for the principle  in- 
vo.ved.

Representatives of 30 paving ma- 
terial dealers and contractors met 
yesterday with the Board of Pub- 
lic Service to discuss types of pave- 
ment available for city use in mak- 
ing streets. The meeting was called 
at the suggestion some weeks ago 
of Mayor Miller. 

In an opening statement the 
Mayor said the meeting had been 
called to give those interested in 
paving a chance to express their 
views to the board. He said there 
have been rumors of combinations 
among paving interests. 

“The paving interests have said 
all they want is a square deal and 
that is what we are going to give 
them,” Mayor Miller said. “In the 
past there has not been a rigid in- 
spection of paving work but you 
may be assured there will be in 
the future. I want evéry man 
here to make any statement he 
thinks advisable. We want paving 
matters thoroughly discussed 4s0 
that the Board of Public Service 
can formulate a definite policy and 
as far as I am concerned that will 
be final.” 


Question of Patents. 


While the Mayor did not state it 
in so many words, the chief ques- 
tion of policy upon which the 
board is to decide is the advisability 
of specifying patented pavements 
as against leaving specifications 
open. On past jobs considerable 
criticism has been caused by speci- 
cation of patented surfacings 
which bar all but the firm or 
firms having right to the specified 
patent.
